must notify you within 30 
days of the ordering date, if 
for some reason, the 
merchandise will not be 
shipped within that period. 


You will have the option 
of canceling your order if the 
delivery date cannot be met. 


The company. is. then 


responsible for providing 
you with a free method, such 
as a prepaid postcard or toll 
free number, of notifying 
their firm of your cancella- 
tion. 


If the company receives 
no notification that you wish 
to cancel your order, the 
company may then assume 
that you have agreed to the 
delay. However, the 
company may only make this 
assumption for an addition 
30 days. Delays over 60 
days require your consent in 
writing that you «have, 
indeed, agreed to the delay. 

In addition, the company 
must refund your money if 
you so request it. Your 
money, must be refunded, by 
the company, within seven 
days when you have paid 
with cash, check, or ‘money

Communicate 


Public unions are probably too emotional an 
issue to really hope for anything else but it's a 
shame things had to start out on such an obviously 
sour note Monday night. 

'The need for and desirability of a union to 
request the Belle Glade Fire Department employes 
canbe and has been questioned; especially when the 
number who would be represented is so small 
compared to the total-number of city employes. 

But according to the best’ information we have 
been able to get, the firefighters will have their 
union if they want it. Since seven of the ten eligible 


employes have alreagy joined the local, the desire is , 


self-evident. - 

The union, in fact, is already in existence. The 
only point left open for the moment is whether it 
should be allowed to act as a bargaining agent for 
the firefighter and that seems all but inevitable. 

That's why we find it hard to understand why 
the city commission apparently wishes to dispute 
that right. We say apparently because just before 
coming to the union question. Monday, the 
commissioners formally agreed to hire labor counsel 
to represent the city. 

There is, of course, the possibility the 
firefighters may decide before it’s all over they don’t 
prefer the union. That, in our opinion, would be the 
most desirable way to go. 

Next to that, however, would be the next best 
way of maintaining good relations between the 
union and the city..and lest they forget, the 
firefighters themselves are also part of the city, as 
are all taxpayers. z 

Hiring counsel before even talking to the union 
seems a bit like a neighbor hiring an attorney before 
even attèmpting to work out a problem with 
another neighbor. 

One of the guestions which might be answered 
by those initial talks would be why the firefighters 
feel they need a union in the first place. So far as 
we know, this hasn't even been discussed. 

And if there's a good reason for this 
non-communication, it isn't evident.

When Belle Glade celebrates the Bicentennial of 
the birth of the United States of America Monday, 
Memorial Day will take on a special meeting. 

For the first time since the 1928 hurricane swept 
through the Glades and left some 2,000 pioneers 
dead in its wake and’ the ‘survivors started digging 
out from under the mud and debris-to'start all over, 
those victims and survivors will be memorialized by 
something more than words on paper or. voiced over 
the air. 

While the bronze statue executed by Ferenc 
Varga which will be unveiled during the celebration 
represents those pioneers, those pioneers represent 
as well as any single group the spirit which 
populated that country. 

If the Glades’ history is relatively new, the 
parallels to be drawn between it and the old west 
can't be ignored any more than the lessons in both 
stories. . 

The first whites to come to the Glades, as those 
who went west, may have been more dramatic, 
being basically those who for some r ason wanted 
no part of the rest of society. 

And the early history of the Glades was pretty 
wild and wooly, with the usual complement of 
moonshining, fights and what-have-you that shows 
up in any new settlement. - 

But it took the farmer's plow to make a real 

impression on the land and change it from a 
sawgrass wilderness to what it is today. 
. Those farmers came into an area that couldn't 
have been too inviting, which is probably why it 
wasn't settled until later than most of the country. 
There weren't many roads for years but that 
shortage was more than made up for by plentiful 
mosquitos. 

And if there were few luxuries, the farmers made 
up for that with a lot of hard work. 

Pioneers haven't always had a good reputation 
in this country and they never had it very easy. 
There have been any number of reasons given for 
why someone would want to invest the blood, 
sweat, tears and toil to settle a new land but the 
fact remains we're in their debt for their investment. 

They're the people we're saluting this Memorial

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Sugar 

Recent firming tendencies reflected news that 

> the largest U.S. refiner had purchased one million 
tons of Dominican sugar over a five-year term; 
continuing dryness in Western European beet 
areas; rumors of Soviet negotiations with the 
Philippines and Brazil for beneficial rains for the 
UK beet crop, predictions of a record 
Australian sugar cane crop, presumption that the 
Dominican sugar deal merely represented the desire 
of the refiner to line up a stable source of long-term 
supplies in the absence of a Sugar Act. This latter 
consideration probably motivated the block 
“participation” purchases announced last month. 

: We anticipate a volatile market with an upside 
price trend inclination as we approach the heavy 
consumption season. d 

Orange Juice 

The May USDA Florida orange crop estimate 
duplicated the previous month's report at 180.3 
million boxes (Including Temples), with a yield 
factor of 1.30 gallons of concentrate per box. 
Despite the need for more moisture in Florida 
growing areas, bearish supply-demand fundamen- 
tals continue to exert downward price pressure: (1) 
Net gallons of Florida concentrate packed to May 1, 
1976 were 130, 221, 353 gallons vs. 122, 419, 056 
gallons for the corresponding year-ago period, an 
increase of 6.4%, (2) Imports of foreign concentrate 
(to 5/1/76) at 5,801,775 gallons already exceed the 
total for the 1974/75 season of 5,777,713 gallons. 
(3) Processors' stocks of concentrate on 5/1/76 were 
102,885,866 gallons, as contrasted to 94,902,679 
gallons on the comparable 1975 date, an expansion 
of 7.9%. (4) Cumulative movement to 5/1/76 at 
81,882,765 gallons is only on a par with the 
movement.of 81,851,564 gallons recorded over the 
equivalent 1974-75 $pan. (5) Substantial expansion 
of consumption of chilled orange juice in recent 
weeks has been largely at the expense of f.c.o.j. 
offtake. 

We anticipate a continuing downside price trend. 


Corn 

Corn prices rallied this week, responding to good 
domestic and export demand and prospects for 
tighter supplies this summer. Inspections of corn 
for export totaled 33.5 million bushels for the week 
ended May 7th, close to the high level of the 
preceding week and about 10 million above the 
comparable week of 1975. This brought the 
season's total through May 7th to 1,040 million 
bushels, nearly 300 million more than in the same 
period of 1974/75. The USDA increased its forecast 
of 1975/76 corn exports to 1.6 million bushels in the

million from April forecast and 39% over

1974/75 exports. The forecast of domestic.use was 
held at about 4.1 billion bushels, 1896 over last year, 
and the carryover estimate for October 1, 1976 was 
reduced to 412 million, only a little larger than in 
1975 when stocks were the lowest since 1948. This 
would indicate a tightening of corn supplies again 
this summer as we approach the end of the 
marketing season. 

Farmers continued to make good progress in 
corn planting the past week with 60% of the 
nation’s crop planted by May 9th, nearly double the 
33% planted by that time last year and also well 
above the 35% average for the date. Planting 
moved aheaad rapidly in Iowa and Minnesota where 
wet soil and cold weather had delayed planting 
earlier, Cold weather has slowed the growth and 
caused some damage to early planted corn in some 
areas of the corn belt, but injury to the crop is not 
considered serious. 

The corn price outlook appears mixed to us; 
with a steadier market anticipated over the near 
term, whereas the longêr term price outlook remains 
unsettled. 


Cattle 

Relatively favorable feeding margins continue to 
encourage placements on feed,.although apparently 
not at the high rate seen earlier this year. The 
USDA's seven (7) state cattle on feed report 
disclosed 7.5 million head on feed as of May 1, up 
35% from the year earlier 5.6 million. Placements 
on feed last month of 1.6 million compare with 1.4 
million a year ago, up 17% while fed cattle 
marketings of 1.5 million compare with 1.3 million 
in April, 1975. The report appears to suggest 
reasonably adequate fed cattle supplies into the 
summer and a gradual tapering off later, at a time 
when consumer beef demand should be buoyed by 
larger disposable income. For the time being, total 
commercial slaughter and beef production continues 
to run higher than a year ago, while packers seem to 
be adopting s more cautious attitude toward 
acquiring supplies. This statistical setting is 
expected to prove only temporary, and we look for 
cattle futures to register some price improvement. 


Hogs and Pork Bellies 

Slaughter rates remain the key to the hog 
market, at least over the near term. Federally 
inspected slaughter in the week ending May 8 of 1.3 
million head was only a shade under a year earlier, 
nevertheless higher than expected. ^ Moreov 

consymer pork demand appears to be routine at 
best which suggests that unless new supplies are 
curtained, packers may be inclined to pursue â 
cautious attitude toward acquiring inventory. We

Valuable insights into how 
nurserymen can reduce theft 
of plants emerged at a 
seminar- held recently in 
Apopka. Theft is recognized 
as a major problem in the 
industry, possibly running 
into millions of dollars a 
year. Lots of ornamental 
plants carry a very high 
value, “some into ‘the 
hundreds of dollars. 

In Dade County, the theft 
problem became so pressing 
that nurserymen have. esta- 
blished a vigilante commit- 
tee to protect themselves. 
Members patrol nurseries in 
radio-equipped cars. Attack 
dogs also are used as 
patrols, 


This activity has brought 
on retaliation from thieves 
who set fire to plant houses 
and destroy plants of those 
known to be involved in the 
vigilante operation. But 
some say the vigilante work 
has been getting results. 


There are other things 
which can be done, short of 
vigilante patrols. ^ Nursery 
security can be improved in 
a number of ways. Plant 
containers can be marked in 
various ways to identify 
them if a thief is caught with 
stolen plants. This can be 
used as evidence against the 
thief.
